MEAT LOAF FOOTBALL 
lb. ground beef 
a lb. sausage 
Vt C. corn meal 
tap. salt 

1 tsp. onion salt 
1 tsp. celery salt 
1 tsp. chill powder 
'/j C. finely chopped onion 
!^2 O, raisins 

I C. cooked tomatoes, drained 
3 eggs 

Combine meat, com meal, sea¬ 
sonings, onion, raisins, tomatoe.s 
and eggs in large bowl. Mix until 
thoroughly blended. Place mix¬ 
ture in greased pan: shape to re¬ 
semble football. Make lengthwise 
indentations deep along sides 
to represent seams; Bake uncov¬ 
ered for 1% hours at 350 degrees 
Remove to serving tray and gar¬ 
nish with narrow strips of piminto 
to represent lacing on bootball: 
garnish with parsley. Serves 8-10. 

BAKED SWEET POTATO AND | 
APPLE SLICES j 

S large unpeeled yams 
S large red apples 

Vi C. melted margarine 
I'/j tsp. salt 

Vi O, maple flavored syrup 

Cook potatoes tender. Cool, peel 
and cut Into crosswise slices. 
Cut apples in half lengthwise and 
remove core. Cut into slices. 
Saute apples in 2 Tbsp. margarine 
over low flame until nearly soft 
and golden. Arrange alternate 
slices of potato and apple in 2 i 
rows in greased baking dish 
7x11x2. so they stand on end. Dot 
with remaining margarine and 
salt: poui the syrup ovei the top 
and bake at 3.i0 degrees until 
slightly brown and glazed. Ser\’es 
8-10.

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 
being observed this week is na¬ 
tional and very much featured 
by fire departments all over the 
j nation. Sierra Madre firemen pay 
heed to this week by adding a 
few items of literature, posters 
and talks. Here in Sierra Madre, 
fire prevention Is continuous. 
’Twenty years or so ago fire 
prevention in fire companies was 
little practiced, but now fire pre¬ 
vention Is first In Importance. 
Prevention is number one, life 
and property is second, confining 
fire to its original starting point 
Is third and to put it out is 
fourth. 

The thrill of the red wagons 
running to a fire has not entire¬ 
ly lost popularity, but firemen 
and citizens alike realize that a 
small fire loss is more sensible 
and profitable. Firemen cannot 
prece^ with fire prevention and 
be successful without the aid and 
support of our citizens. ’This we 
have. In this, Sierra Madre is 
very fortunate. Most cities have 
some trouble -with residents who, 
object to being told that they 
should or must obey rules and 
regulations. They feel that their 
”indl-vidual rights” are being in¬ 
terfered with. They should not 
feel that way. A little thought 
will prove to them that the ex-- 
perlence of firemen who tell 
them that fires are caused by i 
embers and sparks from open! 
fires, cigarette butts, and such 
must be of value. Fires in Sier¬ 
ra Madre can be pKilnted out that 
were undoubtedly caused by fly¬ 
ing embers from open fires. We 
do not have many people who do 
not co-operate with us In our 
attempt at FIRE PREVENTION. 
Our folks are number one helpers 
and we appreciate them. A fire 
call to the west end of town last j 
week could have been dlstrous. i 
A network of bad wiring gave | 
ail the appearances of the work 
of an amateur. Wires that cross¬ 
ed each other and lines of high 
voltage were touching each other 
at several places. The ownes, who 
is new, did not realize such a 
hazard existed and without fur¬ 
ther delay arranged for the re¬ 
moval and replacement. Fire 
.started in the basement near 
the heaters and smoldering floor 
Joists caused considerable smoke. 
The coolness of the owner and 
his wife was of much assistance 
to the firemen and stopped the 
fire from spreading. 

'The confusion of the signal 
blasts not only puzzle residents. 
The firemen also have some dif¬ 
ficulty in deciphering the differ¬ 
ence between one-four and four- 
one. There Is a difference. ’The 
arrival at the recent fire was 
good according to the victims, 
who stated that the fire depart¬ 
ment was there in less than 
nothing. Seldom do we get such 
words of praise and we couldn’t 
help but bring it to the front. 
XTsually folks in their excitement 
think the firemen are never go¬ 
ing to get there. Five minutes 
of waiting while your house Is 
burning is a heck of a long time. 
Seldom has it ever taken the 
fire trucks five minutes to reach 
a destination. 

When Charlie Brown decided 
to pour a concrete driveway, Joe 
I Grippl and a very few other flre- 
1 men concluded to give him a 
hand. Everyone was happy, the 
driveway was in and the boys 
all in a humor to relax. Along 
comes the police car with Jim 
Heasley aboard. No one ever 
.suspected that he was Interested 
in building driveways and houses, 
but he was. Turning to the right 
and right toward the fre.shly 
poured concrete he steered- All 
the arm motions, whistling, yell¬ 
ing and jumping up and down 
failed to stop him and sure e- 
nough into the soft concrete he 
drove. O-o-o-o-o! The day was 
the hottest day of those recent 
hot days we experienced. Trying 
to keep cool, the fellows went to 
work. The police car moved on. 
It's things like this that keeps 

the Vires out. 

When are the house numbers 
going to bo placed permanently 
so that they can be read.

The problem 
of accommodating the other needs of our greatly swollen popu¬ 
lation is not any easier. Stores, shops, banks, restaurants—virtual¬ 
ly every type of business directly servicing the public—are find¬ 
ing that they simply haven't enough space to properly take care 
of the surging mass of customers. 

Thousands of business houses have plans already prepared to 
expand their facilities as soon as they can obtain building mate¬ 
rials. Right now most building supplies are being channeled into 
home construction, but it is hoped that this situation will ease be¬ 
fore long so that the constantly intensifying needs for commercial 
and industrial building can be met. In the meantime, however, 
customers should realize that business concerns are operating 
under severe space limitations and should make allowances for 
the delays they often experience in getting waited on. 

Even if the population did not Increase at all during the next 
two or three years it’would probably take that long, or longer, 
for California to catch up with itself. But the Westward tide 
isn't even slowing down. So, it looks like we have a building job 
that will last for years and years.

October 10, 1946 
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Adequate Lighting: 
Henceforth for all 
Eating Places 

"Let there be light”—enough. 

This is the slogan of the bur¬ 
eau of sanitation of the Los An¬ 
geles county health department 
following the passage of an a- 
mended ordinance by the board 
of supervisors requiring adequate 
lighting facilities for restaurants 
and cafes. 

According to the ordinance, 
every public eating place where 
food is prepared shall be ade¬ 
quately lighted, the term defined 
as having a minimum light in¬ 
tensity of ten foot-candles. In 
addition to this minimum light¬ 
ing in all rooms where food or 
drinks are prepared, including 
the dishwashing section, there 
shall be a minimum of three 
foot-candles in all parts of the 
rooms where food is served. 

In commenting on the new reg¬ 
ulations, H. A. Young, director 
of the bureau of sanitation, said 
that many cocktail rooms and 
cafes are so dark that it is im¬ 
possible for sanitarians to make 
adequate examinations, to say 
nothing of customers being able 
to see what they are eating. 
"These places may not be as 
aesthetic as some would like, but 
at least the lipstick on glasses 
and insanitary dishwashing pro¬ 
cedures can be detected,” he said. 

Preliminary surveys will be 
made when operators of public 
eating places will be advised as 
to requirements necessary to 
conform to the new ordinance.
